Washington.—Many Americans may 
hav e wondered recently why the United 
States maintains a fleet of gu nboats 
at Hankow, GOO miles u p the rev olu ­ 
tion-p op p ing Yangtze riv er. 
Tu ng oil, a su bstance v ita! to the 
American v arnish and oilcloth indu s­ 
tries, is one answer. 
American gu n­ 
boats hav e been conv oy ing merchant 
ship s loaded, in p ort, with tu ng oil. 
“When the p aint store clerk ex ­ 
p lains that v arnish Is u p in p rice be­ 
cau se of civ il war in China,” say s a 
bu lletin from the Washington head­ 
q u arters of the National Geograp hic 
society , ‘‘do not scoff. 
Fine for Children. 
“Tu ng oil, or Chinese wobd oil, has 
sky rocketed from its norma! p rice of 
12 cents p er p ou nd to 30 cents p er 
pou nd. 
The cost of China’s civ il war 
to the American manu factu rer and to 
the consu mer on this one item is 
startling. 
Manu factu rers are p ay ing 
the Increase on Imp orts which total 
more than one hu ndred million p ou nds 
of tu ng oil annu ally . 
“Perhap s y ou hav e wondered what 
the woman In the magazine adv ertise­ 
ment who p ou rs boiling hot water 
from the teakettle onto the dining­ 
room table thinks abou t. 
She ou ght 
to be giv ing thanks to tu ng oil trees 
that the table escap es damage. 
When 
Johnny and Mary p lay 'rainy day * in 
the p arlor and the floor shows no III 
effects, p raise goes to weary oil p ress­ 
ors 
liv ing 
In 
the 
mou ntains 
of 
Szechwan 
p rov ince. 
Oilcloth 
sheds 
water better than a du ck and v arnish 
bru shed on the bedroom floor one ev e­ 
ning can be walked on nex t morning, 
becau se of the magic oil in a green 
nu t which grows in sou thwest China 
and Florida. 
“Civ il war in China fiv e or ten y ears 
hence will not bring su ch a flu rry in 
tu ng oil becau se Florida, Georgia, Mis­ 
sissip pi and Lou isiana will then be 
p rodu cing. Plant ex p lorers of the De­ 
p artment of Agricu ltu re saw the p rob­ 
lem facing the American p lant and 
v arnish indu stry , and 18 y ears ago in­ 
trodu ced the first tu ng oil tree. 
If 
Florida today had 5 0,000 acres of p ro­ 
du cing tu ng oil trees she wou ld be 
enjoy ing an ex traordinary 
bu rst of 
p rosp erity , bu t there are only 3,000 
acres of trees In all the Sou th. 
Few 
farms hav e trees older than sap lings, 
so civ il war In China has p lay ed hob 
with tu ng oil prices. 
“Boats, as any boat owner knows, 
demand constant attention; calking, 
p ainting and refitting, so it Is natu ral 
that a water-wise p eople like the Chi 
nese 
wou ld 
discov er 
an 
efficient 
p reserv ativ e for boat hu lls. 
Chinese 
ju nks float becau se tu ng oil seed p u lp 
calks their seams and tu ng oil soaks 
their timbers. The strange thing Is the 
Western world did not ap p reciate the 
magic of the Chinese wood oil before 
I86 0. 
Now it takes a fav ored p lace 
beside su ch other Chinese eontribu 
tlons as silk and gu np owder. 
Tu ng 
oil shares its field of serv ice as a dry ­ 
er and waterp roofing agent with the 
more widely u sed linseed oil. 
Pin Money Crop. 
“To find the sou rce of China’s wood 
oil a trav eler mu st jou rney into the 
stark mou ntain v alley s of ITu nan and 
Szechwan p rov inces. 
Tf he ex p ects to 
find orchards he will be disap p ointed 
for tu ng oil trees, like American hick­ 
ories, grow where natu re p lants them 
The Chinese farmer dep ends on v ege 
tables and grain, not nu ts, to feed hi* 
family . 
If good fortu ne blesses him 
he will own also three or fou r tu ng 
oil trees to su p p ly n pin money crop. 
“Bu y ers mov e throu gh » tie v alley s 
in the fa!!, p u rchasing small stores of 
tu ng oil tree nu ts. 
Remov al of the 
green flesh releases the seeds, fiv e in 
each nu t. 
After being roasted and 
cleaned, the seeds are grou nd by p a­ 
tient bu llocks tu rning n stone roller, 
and the resu ltant p u lp is mix ed with 
straw. 
Cakes of tu ng seed p u lp the 
size of swiss cheese disks are inserted 
in a hollowed log. 
A pile driv er de 
v ice sq u eezes 4 0 p er cent of the oil 
ou t of the cakes. 
“Tu ng oil Itself helps to solv e the 
difficu lty of getting a liq u id to market 
in a region where wheeled v ehicle« 
are u seless. 
The Chinese make a 
serv iceable container ou t of a bamboo 
basket lined with 10 thicknesses of 
p ap er coated with tu ng oil v arnish. 
This container Is light bu t it will bear 
the weight of 120 to 380 p ou nds of 
sloshing tu ng oil. 
Coolies swing the 
baskets on poles and carry them down 
to a riv er ship p ing p oint. 
Still In 
baskets, tu ng oil shoots the Yangtze 
gorges in ju nks. 
A ru dder In front as 
well as In bock does not alway s p re 
v ent a ju nk piling u p on a rock and 
releasing on $8,000 cargo to the mu dd.v 
riv er. 
Hu ge storage tanks for receiv ­ 
ing tu ng oil hav e been bu ilt at Han­ 
kow, which 
Is 
today 
a 
rev olu tion 
storm center. 
“In the p ast oil was brou ght to the 
United States in white oak barrels 
The American demand is now so great 
that tu ng oil comes across the Pacific 
In tank ship s at the rate of 12,000,000 
gallons p er y ear.”

to be giving thanks to tung oil trees 
that the table escapes damage. When 
Johnny and Mary play ‘rainy day’ in 
the parlor and the floor shows no 111 
effects, praise goes to weary oil press­ 
ers 
living 
In 
the 
mountains 
of 
Szechwan province. 
Oilcloth sheds 
water better than a duck and varnish 
brushed on the bedroom floor one eve­ 
ning can be walked on next morning, 
because of the magic oil in a green 
nut which grows in southwest China 
and Florida. 
“Civil war in China five or ten years 
hence will not bring such a flurry In 
tung oil because Florida, Georgia, Mis­ 
sissippi and Louisiana will then be 
producing. Plant explorers of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture saw the prob­ 
lem facing the American plant and 
S e r v ic e varnish industry, and 18 years ago In­ 
troduced the first tung oil tree. 
If 
Florida today had 50,000 acres of pro­ 
ducing tung oil trees she would be 
enjoying an extraordinary burst of 
prosperity, but there are only 3,000 
acres of trees In all the South. 
Few 
farms have trees older than saplings, 
so civil war In China has played hob 
ces. 
Boats, as any boat owner knows, 
demand constant attention; calking, 
painting and refitting, so It Is natural 
that a water-wise people like tho Chi 
nese 
would 
discover 
an

preservative for boat hulls. 
Chinese 
Junks float because tung oil seed pulp 
calks their seams and tung oil soaks 
their timbers. The strange thing is the 
Western world did not appreciate the 
magic of the Chinese wood oil before

tions as silk and gunpowder.

er and waterproofing agent with the 
j more widely used linseed oil. 
Pin Money Crop. 
“To find the source of China’s wood 
oil a traveler must journey into the 
; stark mountain valleys of Hunan and 
Szechwan provinces, lf he expects to 
find orchards he will be disappointed 
for tung oil trees, like American hick­ 
ories, grow where nature plants them 
The Chinese farmer depends on vege 
tables and grain, not nuts, to feed his 
family. 
If good fortune blesses him 
be will own also three or four tung 
I oil trees to supply a pin money crop 
“Buyers move through ttie valleys 
in the fall, purchasing small stores of 


I tung oil tree nuts. 
Removal of the 
green flesh releases the seeds, live in 
each nut. 
After being roasted and 
cleaned, the seeds are ground by pa­ 
tient bullocks turning a stone roller. 
and the resultant pulp Is mixed with 
straw. 
Cakes of tung seed pulp the 
size of swiss cheese disks are Inserted 
In a hollowed log. 
A pile driver de­ 
vice squeezes 40 per cent of Hie oil 
out of the cakes. 
“Tung oil Itself helps to solve the 
difficulty of getting a liquid to market 
In a region where wheeled vehicles 
are useless. 
The Chinese make a 
serviceable container out of a bamboo 
basket lined with IO thicknesses of 
paper coated with tung oil varnish 
This container Is light but it will boar 
the weight of 120 to SSO pounds of 
sloshing tung oil. 
Coolies swing the 
j baskets on poles and carry them down 
: to a river shipping point. 
Still in 
baskets, tung oil shoots the Yangtze 
I gorges in junks. A rudder In front as 
I well as In back does not always pre 


j vent a junk piling up on a rock and 
\ releasing an $8,000 cargo to the muddy 
I river. 
Huge storage tanks for receiv 
1 log tung oil have been built at Han­ 
kow, which is today a 
revolution 
storm center. 
“In the past oil was brought to the 
United States In white oak barrels 
'I The American demand Is now so great 
i that tung oil comes across the Pacific 
In tank ships at the rate of 12,000,000 
gallons per year.”

Each of the allied countries has a 
FIDAC vice president The vice pres­ 
ident for the American Legion in the 
international organization this year is 
Henry D. Lindsay, of New York, past 
national commander of the Legion. 
The vice president for France in the 
FIDAC is Jean Desbons. 
Desbons was born in the Upper- 
Pyrenees on June I, 1891. 
He is a 
barrister at the Court of Paris and a 
Knight of the Legion of Honor. He 
volunteered In 1914 In the infantry, 
was macle prisoner, but escaped the 
very same day under the shots of his 
guards. He then led a most adven­ 
turous life In the Ardennes. He fell 
by accident on to the kaiser’s general 
headquarters at Charleville and suc­ 
ceeded In hiding there, despite the 
severity of police control. While he 
worked at various crafts, including 
shoemaking, he combated propaganda 
of the Gazette des Ardennes.

over the signature of its former editor, 
whose Infirmity kept him at home. In 
the meantime, Desbons endeavored, 
vainly, to blow up the kaiser in his 
headquarters. 
However, Desbons’ real preoccupa­ 
tion was to regain France. He was 
postscripted to die. With the aid of 
false 
passports, 
which 
he 
manu­ 
factured himself, he regained Belgium, 
after having surmounted the greatest 
difficulties imaginable. 
Although ar­ 
rested several times, he always man­ 
aged to free himself, either by pre­ 
tending to be weak-minded In under­ 
going the tests he was submitted to, or 
by convincing the patrol that he was 
furnisher to the German army, and 
that his arrest would expose his cap­ 
tors to severe punishment. After hav­ 
ing traversed Belgium, he arrived at 
Liege, a 
fortress then under the 
closest supervision. 
Immediately upon his arrival he 
learned that it was impossible to cross 
the frontier and was counselled to 
leave the town without delay. Never­ 
theless, his Interlocutor, amazed by 
the genuine appearance of the pass­ 
ports, forged by Desbons, declared 
that the man who had succeeded In 
preparing them perhaps could manage 
te cross vise and attain the island of 
Pecheurs, despite sentinels, by plung­ 
ing into the Meuse and letting himself 
Be carried by the current for three 
kilometers. He failed, but after many 
adventures, 
Including 
Imprisonment 
by the English, he regained France. 
His comrades for the last five years 
have chosen him as president of the 
French “National Federation of For­ 
mer Prisoners of War, Escaped and 
Hostages.”
